The idea has prevailed that coined money was coeval with the race of man, 
or at least at as early a period as national organizations existed. It is evident 
gold and silver became valuable as ornaments long before they were used for 
coins. 
We find Eleazer of Damascus carry- 
ing to Rebecca rings and bracelets of 
fixed weight, and in the same verse, 
42d chapter of Job, we find each of 
Jobs friends brought him an ear-ring 
‘as well as a Lamb or ‘‘piece of money.”’ 
- That these rings and bracelets became 
frequently and at length commonly a 
medium of exchange, we have abund- 
antevidence. The Egyptian monu- 
ments show that the common form of 
the valuable metals when in course of 
transfer was the ring. 
Ancient writers refer to rings and bracelets as the usual form of gold orna- 
- ments, and modern customs in the east are doubtless accurately like the anc- 
ient. 
~The Oriental traveler is surprised to find the poorest woman sometimes 
wearing heavy gold bracelets and anklets; but his surprise ceases when he

of the coins handed

When 
this necessity comes 
there is no delay or trou- 
ble about it in an Hast- 
ern Market. The owner goes into the street to make a purchase and tenders 
his bracelets as payment. ‘The convenient money changer is at hand in every 
street with his scales, the weight is told—it is three, five, ten or twenty me- 
jiddi, and the merchant takes it as readily as coin. This is regarded as one of 
the best evidences of the Ancient custom of using similar bands of precious 
metal for currency. We give also the illustrations well known to Numismat- 
ists ‘‘the Ring money” of the Ancient Britons dating before the Roman Invasion

by the Greeks and continuing in use down to a late period in the Christian era. 
These rings have been found in various parts of England andIreland. In 1832 
a quantity valued at $5,445 (intrinsic gold value) was dug up at St. Quentin in 
varied forms. Some large ornaments were evidently worn over the shoulder, 
others on the arms and around the waist. Cwsar, in his account of England, 
distinctly relates that rings of fixed weights were used for money in Britain. 
He says the same of Gaul. We find the same sort of money spoken of in the 
north of Europe; the Bible contains so many allusions to similar ornaments 
that there is no reason to doubt that they had a fixed weight and passed cur- 
rent as coins. Asyet no regular coin existed. The Greeks had been in the 


> 


habit of using bars or spikes of metal. A barwas an abolus (translated a spike — 


or small obelisk) six of these were as many as a man could grasp in his hand. 
Six obli made one drachma (a handful) thus originated the coins ‘‘obolus”’ and 
‘“‘drachm”’ the latter being to this day the coin of Greece, and having given its 
name to weights and measures in all the languages of the civilized world, it 
was about 800 B. C. that the first money was coined. There is doubt in the 
minds of antiquarians as to the precise spot where the custom originated. 
Heroditus ascribes it to the Lydians his authority is not conclusive. The old- 
est coins extant and probably the firstever made are from Ionia in Asia Minor. 
Miletus a city south of Ephesus, on the shore of the Icarian Sea, probably pro- 
duced the first coined money the gold “‘stater,” the coin was stamped on one 
side with a deep indentation. On the other it has a rude picture of a lion’s 
head. This form is characteristic of coinage for a long period. A die was used 
and the lump of metal placed in it, and a punch struck with a hammer drove 
the metal into the die leaving the rude mark of the punch on the reverse of 


the coin. What induced the adoption of the lions head as a design is left for —

conjecture. By some it is supposed to refer 
to the regal power represented by the lion 
while others think it had reference to the 
worship of Cybele, the goddess of the Ioni- 
ans. A somewhat similar coin which some ~ 
numismatists suppose to be of earlier date 
oe E than the. Ionian is of Lydian origin and is 
Stater of Miletus, 700 B. C. referred to by Herodotus, we give as a speci- 
men of one of the earliest if not the earliest. 
These have been found in considerable 
quantity at Sardis and there is reason to be- 
lieve some are of the period of Croesus. The 
value of these two coins is the same. It was 
called a stater or standard, and it is worthy 
of remark that the value of this first gold Gold Stater of Sardis,B! C, sta-sss. 
coin known has been continued in Huropean 
currency with slight variation down to the present time. These coins were — 
the first specimens of stamped gold in the form of money.

Silver was coined in Agina not long after the date ot the Lydian and Ionian 
gold. When copper was introduced as a medium of exchange does not appear. 

From this rude beginning the art of coinage advanced to astage of beauty in 
early periods which has been hardly surpassed in our day. ‘This advance was 
not instantaneous but measured, gradual, and slow. 


Addenda: Metals, etc., Used. 


The only method of purifying gold, known to the Ancients seems to have 
been that of grinding and then roasting; by this process they succeeded in get- 
ting it very pure. : 

It was the boast of the Athenians that this coinage was finer than all oth- 
er money in Greece, and Xenophen says they exchanged it with profit in any 
market. Iron was used by the Lacedaemonians and Bysantines, probably on 
account of the abundance of the metal in Laconia and onthe shores ofthe — 
Huxine. : 

Aristotle mentions iron and silver as examples of the materials of money, 
and tells us elsewhere that the people of Clazomenae had iron money; and : 
there are some obscure testimonies respecting the use of iron moneyinthe ~ 
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earliest age of Rome. Not aspecimen of iron money is now extant, a fact 


q easily accounted for by the liability of the metal to rust. Tin was coined by 
_ Dionysius at Syracuse, no specimens are extant. Leaden money is frequently 
3 mentioned by the poets and not a few coins or medals of it are preserved; but 


it is doubtful if they were true money. 


Leather, wood and shells are also referred to as materials of money, but 
could only haye been tokens. Leather money is said to have been used by the 


- Carthaginians, Spartans, and Romans. The earliest denomination of money 


and the constant unit of value in the Roman and old Italian coinages was 
made of mixed metal called ‘‘AS” (Libra). Like all other denominations of 
money it originally signified a pound weight (of 12 ounces) of copper uncoined. 
The earliest copper were not struck, but cast ina mould. In the collection of 


~ coins at the British Museum there are four ases joined together as they were 


taken from the mould in which many were cast at once. In most “‘ases” the 


- edge shows where they were several from each other. Under the Roman em- 


pire the right of coining gold and silver belonged only to the Emperors, but 
the copper coinage was left the ‘‘erarium, which was under the jurisdiction of 
the Senate. 

The words ‘‘Aes” or ‘‘As” signify both pure copper and a composition of 
metals, in which copper is the predominent ingredient. In the latter sense it 
should not be translated brass, but 1ather bronze. Brass is a combination of 
copper and zinc, while all the specimens of ancient objects formed of the com- 
pound material 4tS arefound upon analysis contain no zinc, but with very 
limited exceptions, to be composed entirely of copper and tin, which mixture 
is properly called bronze electrum. A compound of gold and silver, and billon 
and patin alloys of silver and bronze were also used. 

The material used and manner of construction in heavy reliefs with concave 
reverses, show intentional time resisting design, from which our coin-makers 
of the present day would do well to copy.

THE JETONS OF FRANCE. | 
Their Importance in Numismatics: Historical and Otherwise. ; 
A paper read at the Third Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 


Association, at Chicago, Ill., Aug. 21, 1898.

Although collectors in France have of late years taken an increased interest e 
in the Jetons of their country, American collectors continue to remain indif- — 
ferent to the study of this important branch of our study. ‘The Jetons of 4 
France cover a wide period of usefulness and time. They originated sometime — 
between the eleventh and twelfth centuries. The oldest:Jeton now in exist- 
ence was coined about the year 1237. This piece is described as having the 4 
Roman numeral IIIT on the obverse with a small c immediately back of it, in- © 
dicating hundred. This piece represented 400 marks value. It was a small : 
coin about the size of an United States dime. This piece, or similar ones, were q 
given as a certificate of deposit by Treasurers of cities or towns who issued — 
them. The Jetons of France were minted in many sizes, mostly from 14 to20 — 
and a yariety of metals were used in their manufacture, brass being the most — 


/ 
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“popular metal. The oldest are of brass. Copper, silver, nickle and composition 
‘metals were also used. 

© Many are the uses to which the Jetons were put. The earliest, as indicated 
“in the oné described, were used for counting. From this field they spread out 
into many other uses as follows: 

_ Jetons of exchangeable values. 

- Jetons made to recognize some person, some choice or some faith. 

- Jetons for merit, prizes, etc. 

Political Jetons, as those issued during tho reigns of Louis XIV, XV and 
XVI, and lastly, we find the Jeton not a Jeton, but called a ‘“‘spiel-marke. ”’ 

Of these later pieces the most of them are not commended to collectors and 
they should not be confounded with the real historical Jeton used prior to the 
nineteenth century. Of the inscriptions found on the Jetons of France, the 
greater part are in Latin which would indicate that the pieces with such in- 
scriptions were not struck by ordinary individuals, but by men of learning—at 
‘least they were dictated by such. ) 

The very early Jetons had no inscription, but later Jeton makers more than 
made up this deficiency. The most interesting are the political, especially 
those relating to war and peace, to treaties and to marriages, religions and re- 
ward Jetons. The greater portion of these pieces have the portrait of the king 
on the obverse. A Jeton of Louis XV has the inscription ‘‘Louis Protecteur 
de 1 Academie Francaise,’ showing that science was not forgotten by the 
_ Jeton makers, and in the history of France we find that the ‘‘Academecians” 
fin the reign of Louis XIV were struggling with the making of the ‘*Diction- 
ary and were so slow about it (some thirty-five years) that the king sent his 
“minister. M. Colbert, to enquire about it and to see if they earned their Jetons. 
3 These were the Jetons de presence or Jetons of attendance. It was this same 
gentleman, M. Colbert, who in 1662 established the Academy of Medals and. 
Inscriptions. The chief intention of this academy was to render the acts of 
king immortal by d&ciding the legends and inscriptions on the medals and 
- Jetons struck in his honor. 

This Academy or Suciety had about forty members. They evidently studied — 
the designs on many of the ancient coins, for we find on one Jeton the king 
- ggated on a throne; before him are four females offering him tokens of peace. 
- On another is a figure of Peace standing with cornucopix. A Jeton of Louis 
XV has a four horse chariot on reverse very. similar to the Roman quadriga. 
- Another has a palm tree and many others have similar reverses. 

pe Perhaps, in time, colllectors will take more interest in Jetons, especially 
French Jetons. Although there are many difficulties in getting together a. 
i collection of these interesting pieces. There is one thing certainly in their fav- 
 orand that is their cheapness. Ata saie not long since a lot of French Jetons, 
catalogued from good to ancirculated, sold at two cents each, and they can be 
 pought at any sale at from ten to fifty cents each, only now and then one real- 
izing more than this latter figure. 

ms Ef you desire to buy Jetons always turn to the last page of the sale catalogue 
for it is there where these interesting pieces, despised by most collectors, are © 
tobe found, and the cataloguer does not deem them worth while to individu- 
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ally describe so they are usually offered by the lot. Some day these Jetons 1 
will bring good prices, and collectors can do no better than make up their col- — 
lections of the Jetons of France, a careful study of which will greatly add to © 


their history of that country.

THF 1838 HALF DOLLAR NEW ORLEANS MINT.

The comparative rarity of this half dollar has often formed a subject of dis- 
cussion among collectors, some contending that only three specimens were — 


struck while others conceded a coinage ot from twelve to fifteen pieces. In the 
recent Friesner sale, 583, the famed 1838 Orleans mint half dollar, with 0 un- 
der the bust of Liberty on the obverse, was wrapped up in an old piece of 
paper on which was written the following statement which I have the pleas- 
ure to communicate to The Numismatist for the benefit of its readers: 


‘The enclosed specimen coin of the United States branch mint at New Or-— 


leans is presented to Pres. Bache by Rufus Tyler, the coiner. It may be proper — 
to state that not more than twenty pieces were struck with the half dollar 
dies of 1838.”

This certificate in the handwriting of Rufus Tyler, should forever settle the | 
question concerning the number of half dollars of the year 1838 issued at the — 


New Orleans mint. True ‘‘not more than twenty” is slightly vague—still it cer- 


tainly means that the number was either twenty or a few,less, say from fifteen 


to twenty and by these figures numismatists will hereafter have to abide. 


The half dollar in question was purchased by Mr. A. G. Heaton, author of :

Wao DEMONETIZED 'THEM.—The Carthagenians had leather coins. The

COINAGE IN 1893.—The total value of the coinage of our mints during 1893 
was $66,934,749, about $18,000,000 greater than in 1892. It was made up of $56,- 


- 997,620 in gold, $8,702,797 in silver and $1,134,932 in minog coin. The Colum- 
 bian half doliars coined were 4,052,105 in number and the Columbian quarters 


40,023 in number. There were 13,370,195 five cent and 46,642,191 one cent 
pieces turned out by the mints. 


THe OLD Digs DESTROYED.—The laborers at the mint in Philadelphia 
lately destroyed the dies of the coins issued during 18938. The 733 pieces of 
very hard steel were hammered with heavy sledges until their utility was en- 
tirely destroyed. They were as follows: Double eagles, 13; eagles, 81; half 
eagles, 28; quarter eagles, 6; silver dollars, 14; half dollars, 21; quarter dollars, 
68; souvenir quarters, 4; dimes, 45; nickels 143, and cents, 310. 


RARE AMERICAN Corns. Coin collectors have long appreciated the diffi- 
culty of making a complete collection of American specimens. The United 
States coinage of 1793 is very rare and a dollar of the year 1794 has often sold 
for as much as $100. A 1796 half-cent is so rare as to sell readily for $15, and 
the half dollar for the same year is worth sixty times its original value. While 
the half-cent of 1804 is common enough, all the other coins of that year are 
rare, the dollar of that particular date being the rarest of all American coins. 
Only eight are known to exist out of the 19,570 that were coined. ‘The lowest 
price that one of these now changes hands for is $800. These prices are en- 
couraging to collectors.—New York Commerci al Advertiser. 


A RARE FRENoH Corn.—A certain New York woman possesses one of the 


rarest coins in the world. lt isa twenty-franc piece and at the first glance 


does not appear to differ greatly from the ordinary French coin vf that denom- 
ination. Upon those inspection, however, it will be seen that while one side 
is plainly marked ‘‘Napoleon Empereur,” the other side says quite as plainly 
‘and contradictorily ‘‘Republique Francaise.” The answer to this seeming 
numismatic enigma is as follows: The coins were in mint at the time of Na- 
poleon III’s accession to the Empire. One side was already stamped ‘‘Repub- 
lique Francaise,” when word came that France was no longer a Republic and 
Napoleon had been crowned. ‘The obverse side was therefore marked with re- 


spect to the latter historical developement. But few of these coins are now in 


 @xistence and hence the possession of one of them is a matter of much moment 
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their casmenee does notextend. Yet eer: to the Globe Democrat there : 
were scores of varieties of coins in circulation in the early years, somé of ~ 
which have now become so scarce that fortunes are offered for a single speci- ~ 
men by numismatists, as, for instance, the gold 20 shilling ‘‘Bermuda”piece”as ey 
it is technically known, for which $20,000 is offered for a single specimen in good 4 
condition. Nearly every one who reads the daily papers has heard of the dol- — 
lar of 1804 and the majority of readers harbor the idea that that this is the 
most valuable coin searched for by collectors. This is not the case, however, 
by far, as there are dozens of coins which command a much greater premium 
than the 1804 dollar, for which from $750 to $1,250 has been paid by various col-— 
lectors, says the Baltimore American. 

The condition of coins has nearly as much to do With the price as their age. 
Numismatists classify coins as proof, uncirculated, fine, good. poor and mutil- e 
ated. Proof coins are struck from polished dies at the mint, especially for col- 
lectors and present a burnished mirror-like surface. Uncirculated coins are 
those which retain the original lustre just as they came from the mint. Fine ~ 
coins are those which have lost this original lustre, but which do not present 
the least appearance of wear. Fine coins might be tarnished or blackened, but _ 
the least scratch would prevent them from being thus classified. Good coins — 
must show every feature plainly, especially the date, and must not be scratch- 
ed, hammered or in any manner mutilated. Fair coins may be scratched, but. 
every feature must be visible plainly. Poor coins are those which are much 2 
worn and on which the features are almost illegible. It is not surprising that — 
there are in existence many counterfeits of rare and v aluable specimens. eg 
These counterfeits may be divided into five classes. There are restrikes, which — 
are coins struck from the original dies but at laterdates. Amongtherestrikes _ 
of American coins are some of the early colonials, the 184 dollars, the half- 
cents of 1831, 1888 and 1840 to 1849. ee 

These do not command the prices offered for genuine specimens. Porters iS 
it was the practice of the government to preserve all the old dies and on sey- 
eral occasions employes of the mint surreptitously coined counterfeits of rare 
specimens. But all the o'd dies were destroyed some twenty years agoand the — t 
present practice is destroy them yearly, so there is no more danger of this sort — 
of spurious specimens. There are also counterfeits which have been struck — | 
from false dies, but no expert is deceived by them as they lack the characteristic Hi 
appearance of the originals, and, as a general rule, are much sharper and a * 
distinct. 


i 
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Casts from the originals are also made, but they are always much lighter 
than the true coins and the imposition may be detected by weighing. Elec- 
trotypes are found occasionally, but they are necessarily of false weight and 
the edge shows the marks of joining the two sections. ‘The fifth class of false 
coins are those on which the date has been changed, either by skillful engrav- 
ing or by boring out the obnoxious figures and inserting in the hole thus made 


a plug that has been cut from another coin bearing the desired figure. The 


microscope readily discloses this trick and no expert is likely to be deceived in 
this manner.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

Mr. Rodgers’ collection has 485 
copper Mogul coins, When we remember that the revenues were assessed in 
copper coins, and that silver and gold were very little used by the people at 
large, it will be seen that this collection shows better than any other what — 
money common folks used in the times of the Mogul emperors. The 232 cop- 

per coins of the Suri emperors contain very many novelties not heretofore pub- 
lished. As the British Museum catalogue was the first, pubdlished information 
as to what that institution contained of copper coins, it will be seen that the 
Lahore collection must have coins from many more mints than the London Fe 
one. In all there are coins from 12 mints in the Lahore collection. Ab present 
the catalogue is not illustrated, but we hope the Punjab Government will see 
its way to publish an illustrated edition. We understand that this matter

Henry Allen Chaney, M. A.

On June 6th Henry A. Chaney made application for membership in the 
American Numismatic Association; eight days later, on June 14th, he was sud- 
 denly stricken down to ‘‘take up his abode in the silent halls of death.”’ 
Though the elements so graciously mixed in him and moved upon by his gen- 
tle spirit—though his kindly clay has peen mutilated—with his soul it is well. 

_ Henry A. Chaney was born Burlington, Vt., in 1849. He came to Detroit, 
Michigan, in 1858 and has resided there since.. He graduated from the Detroit 
high school in 1864 and from the University of Michigan in the classical course 
‘in 1869. In 1871 he was admitted to the bar. The following two years he 
- served on the staff of the Detroit Tribune and later served in the office of the 
State Commissioner of Railroads and as reporter to the Supreme Court. But 
it was in the literary world that his light shone the brightest. Several vol- 
umes of law reports and manuals are the result of his efforts and his newspa- 
per and magazine articles are innumerable. Mr. Chaney was one of the found- 
 ersof the Detroit High School Alumni Association, has served on the Detroit 
Be Board of Education and was Professor of Medical J urisprudence in the Michi- 

gan School of Medicine. 

-_-In 1877 he married Miss Francis M. Hall. who with five children survive 
him. He was a member of the Congregational church and the Michigan Club. 

- ‘To a cultured mind like Mr. Chaney’s the science of nnumismatics has ever 
proved attractive, and with him this was especially true.
